During  the  year  Canadian  Troops  have  been  quartered  in 
Bexhill,  and  the  Down  Council  School  has  been  placed  at  their 
service. 


In  addition  they  have  occupied  nearly  all  the  empty  houses. 
The  branch  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  was  opened  in  North  Street 
by  the  East  Sussex  County  Council  and  has  already  proved  a great 
service. 


Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a Venereal  Disease 
Clinic  at  the  East  Sussex  Hospital. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  end  of  the  War  will  secure  the  return 
of  facilities  for  dealing  with  Tuberculosis  milk  ; to  be  really  effective 
the  action  taken  should  be  in  conjunction  with  neighbouring 
Authorities. 

The  work  of  the  Department  has  been  largely  increased  by 
the  number  of  discharged  Soldiers,  convalescent  from  Dysentry^ 
Malaria,  and  Tuberculosis,  who  have  returned  to  their  homes.

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Population,  &c- 


The  area  of  the  District  is  8,013  acres.  1 here  are  521  acres  of 
foresliore,  and  ii  acres  of  inland  water.  The  Borough  is  situated 
partly  on  the  sea  front  and  partly  on  gentle  slopes  rising  behind  to 
150  feet  above  sea  level.  It  is  thus  open  throughout  its  whole  extent 
to  the  sea  breezes  from  the  south  and  west  but  is  partly  protected 
on  the  north  and  east.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  North  Sea  and 
Channel  tides  meet  in  its  vicinity  the  climate  partakes  of  the 
advantages  of  the  winds  brought  by  both,  and  is  mild,  bracing,  and, 
from  the  number  of  open  spaces,  airy. 

There  are  no  manufactories  or  occupation  especially  injurious 
to  health. 

The  character  of  the  population  is  residential,  with  a relatively 
large  number  of  hotels  and  apartment  houses.  There  are.  also  a 
number  of  private  preparatory  schools  The  houses  inhabited  by 
the  working  classes  are  mostly  of  modern  date  and  have  plenty  of 
air  space  around  them,  but  in  consequence  of  the  relatively  high 
rentals,  often  more  than  one  family  inhabit  the  same  house  in  flats 
or  otherwise.  During  the  War  in  consequence  of  many  of  the 
heads  of  families  having  enlisted  this  condition  has  tended  to  increase. 

The  figures  of  population  as  given  by  Somerset  House  are  for — 
Death  rate  - - 14,122. 

Birth  rate  - - 15,823. 

These  last  figures  are  based  on  the  asmmption  that  the  ratio 
between  total  and  civilian  population  is  the  same  in  the  district  as  in 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

For  these  reasons  the  estimate  for  Bexhill  would  annear  too 

low. 

The  census  returns  of  1911,  taken  early  in  the  year,  gave  a 
population  of  15,330,  including  6,065  males  and  9,265  females,  and 
composed  of  3,314  families  or  separate  occupiers,  a larger  number 
than  that  of  the  separate  houses  built  at  that  time. 

The  number  or  houses  erected  and  certified  as  fit  for  occupation 
during  the  year  was  6 making  a total  of  3,668  houses. 

The  number  of  unoccupied  houses  shows  a decrease.

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Infectious  Diseases 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  1889,  and  Notification 
Act,  1890,  are  both  in  force  requiring  the  Notification  of  Small 
Pox,  Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Membraneous  Croup,  Erysipelas, 
Scarlatina,  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  following  fevers : — Typhus, 
lyphoid  or  Enteric,  Relapsing,  Continued,  or  Puerperal.  To  these 
Acute  Polio-Myelitis  and  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  were  added  in  1912, 
and  Measles  and  Rotheln  in  1892.  Measles  and  Rotheln  were 
made  notifiable  during  1917  as  far  as  the  first  case  in  each  house 
is  concerned. 

There  were  54  throat  swabs  sent  for  examination  for  the 
Diphtheria  [Klebs  Loefflev)  Bacillus  at  the  expense  of  the  Council. 
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Forty-two  were  sent  from  tlie  Hospital  to  establish  freedom 
from*  infectivity  before  discharge,  lo  proved  positive  and  32  negative. 
As  a routine  method,  swabs  are  sent  up  for  examination  in 
all  cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria  at  the  Council’s  expense  in 
necessitous  cases  before  notification. 

The  cost  of  the  examination  was  paid  by  the  Council. 

During  the  year  208  cases  of  notifiable  Diseases  were  notified 
at  a cost  of  ^7  14s.  od.

Measles, 

During  the  year  64  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  by  Medical 
Practitioners  and  53  cases  notified  by  parents. 

A few  cases  of  Measles  of  severe  type  appeared  in  the  spring 
chiefly  amongst  soldiers  for  whom  a Military  Hospital  had  been 
provided  in  Bexhill.  One  death  of  a soldier  occurred  and  one  civilian 
died. 

Enteric  Fever. 

One  case  of  Paratyphoid  type  was  notified.  Isolated  at  a 
Nursing  Home  and  recovered. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

One  case  was  notified  in  April,  the  wife  of  a Canadian  soldier 
who  was  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital  and  made  a good  recovery. 
The  swabbing  of  contacts  proved  negative. 

In  another  case  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  was  certified  as  the 
cause  of  death,  The  history  of  the  case  and  the  fact  that  Influenza 
and  Pneumonia  had  caused  the  death  of  another  child  in  the  same 
house  a few  days  before,  made  it  more  probable  that  the  disease  was 
of  pneumococcal  origin. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  dealt  with,  of  which  five  were 
removed  to  the  Hospital,  three  were  Military  imported  from  outside, 
and  of  the  three  Civilian,  one  was  shown  to  have  been  imported. 

In  addition,  three  soldiers  were  admitted  to  Hospital  for 
observation,  but  the  presence  of  this  disease  was  not  confirmed. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  17  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  and  16  admitted  to 
Isolation  Hospital,  g of  which  were  admitted  from  Nazareth  House, 
being  children  who  from  previous  conditions  would  be  specially 
liable. 

The  epidemic  amongst  them  was  started  by  an  imported  carrier 
and  only  yielded  to  protective  antitoxin  injection  of  all  contacts. 

Two  deaths  occurred. 
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Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

The  death  of  a child  having  been  reported  due  to  this  cause, 
enquiries  were  made  showed  that  a child  of  two  years  of  age  had 
died  after  three  days’  illness  of  convulsions  and  Hemiplegia,  a 
notification  was  afterwards  given, 


Epidemic  Influenza. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  of  November  3rd,  1918, 
information  under  the  various  headings  has  been  collected. 

Influenza  appeared  in  various  parts  of  East  Sussex  as  among 
troops  in  Crowborough  and  Hastings  in  July. 

In  a mild  form  it  spread  to  Bexhill,  attacking  one  Elementary 
School  only,  no  deaths  were  then  reported. 

In  a virulent  form  it  recurred  in  October  and  reached  its 
maximum  at  the  end  of  the  third  week,  when  most  of  the  Elementary 
Schools  were  attacked,  the  duration  of  the  maximum  intensity  was 
about  one  month. 

A certain  number  of  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of 
sputa  from  serious  cases,  which  showed  pneumococci  often  in  chains. 

Bexhill  became  infected  at  a later  date  than  the  adjoining 
Borough  of  Hastings. 

The  disease  then  not  being  notifiable  it  has  been  difficult  to 
secure  from  the  Doctors  facts  relating  to  duration  of  incubation 
period  or  infectivatity. 

The  latter  appears  to  have  coincided  with  the  presence  of 
discharges.  Many  of  the  fatal  cases  have  shown  heliotrope  colour, 
acute  Toxaemia,  rapid  pulse  from  onset  and  petechial  patches  before 
and  after  death,  which  has  in  cases  occurred  on  the  third  or  fourth 
day.  Drugs  appearing  of  no  value,  1 have  advocated  the  use  of 
injections,  but  perhaps  owing  to  the  doubts  as  to  their  advisability 
shown  by  the  special  literature  and  the  possibility  of  their  dangerously 
increasing  the  (negative  phase)  I have  not  succeeded  in  getting  a 
sufficient  trial  to  make  statistics  of  value. 

The  Local  Authority  have  distributed  circulars  and  advised 
through  the  Local  Press  on  lines  suggested  by  the  Board.  Most  of 
the  Elementary  Schools  were  closed  during  the  month  of  maximum 
incidence,  partly  because  most  of  the  children  still  attending  showed 
the  disease  in  a minor  form  and  partly  from  the  teachers  themselves 
having  been  attacked.  Amongst  the  Canadian  troops  quartered  in 
Bexhill  no  death  from  Influenza  has  been  reported.

Small  Pox. 

Ah  agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Hastings  Corpor- 
ation for  retaining  certain  beds  for  the  reception  and  maintenance, 
in  their  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Brede,  of  any  cases  which  may 
occur  in  this  district. 


Isolation  Hospital. 

This  consists  of : — Firstly,  an  observation  block  of  4 beds  erected 
on  approved  plans. 

Secondly,  a corrugated  iron  building,  with  two  wards  of  5 beds 
each  for  Scarlet  Fever  cases. 

Thirdly,  another  building  of  the  same  style,  with  two  wards  of 
3 beds  each. 

Fourthly,  a group  of  3 Berthon  Huts,  one  being  used  as  the 
Matron’s  sitting  room  and  dining  room,  the  other  two  having  4 beds. 
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There  is  a small  brick  building  connected  to  the  centre  hut  by 
a covered  way  which  contains  kitchen,  maid’s  bedroom,  and  larder. 
A small  lean-to  wash-house  is  attached  The  drainage  is  by  a system 
of  septic  tanks,  well  to  the  rear  of  the  premises.

Water  Supply. 

The  town  generally  is  supplied  by  the  Bexhill  Water  and 
Gas  Company,  whose  mains  extend  to  the  adjoining  suburbs  of 
Little  Common  and  Cooden.  The  supply  is  constant  and  is 
obtained  from  springs  or  wells  at  Hazards  Green,  Sweet  Willow 
Wood,  and  Buckholt.  The  water  from  klazards  Green,  after 
aerations  and  filtrations  011  the  spot,  is  pumped  into  the  high  level 
covered  reservoir  at  Ninfield.  The  water  derived  from  Sweet 
Willow  Wood  is  aerated  on  the  spot  and  thence  pumped  to  the 
Company’s  filter  beds  at  Wrestwood.  The  Buckholt  water  is  also 
pumped  to  the  Wrestwood  filter  beds  for  treatment. 
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The  diflerent  sources  of  supply  are  drawn  from  the  sandstone 
beneath  the  upper  clay  and  removed  from  any  possible  chance  of 
contamination. 

I am  informed  by  the  Company  s Engineer  that  the  average 
daily  output  amounts  to  728,916  gallons. 

The  number  of  houses  in  liexhill  supplied  by  the  Water 
Company  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  3,018,  and  of  hotels,  shops 
stables,  &c.,  199.  ^ ’ 

I he  number  of  houses  to  which  the  Water  Company’s  water 
was  laid  on  during  the  year  was  9. 

The  hamlet  of  Norman’s  Bay,  which  used  to  be  known  as 
1 evensey  Sluice,  is  outside  the  area  of  the  Town  supply,  most 
of  the  houses  have  rain  water  cisterns,  and  there  is  a supply  of 
w^ater  drawn  from  the  river  Haven,  which  is  passed  through  a 
shingle  and  sand  filter  into  a storage  tank  whence  the  inhabitants 
can  obtain  it  by  means  of  a pump  fixed  over  the  tank.

In  January  of  this  year  in  order  to  release  men  for  the  Army, 
arrangements  were  made  by  the  Local  Food  Control  Committee  and 
the  Master  Butchers,  and  a Pool  formed  in  order  to  afford  facilities 
for  slaughtering  and  distribution  of  meat.  The  whole  of  the  home 
killed  supply  of  meat  has  been  slaughtered  at  Mr.  Pocock’s  premises 
situate  in  the  Old  Town. 

The_  three  licensed  slaughter  houses  in  the  rural  part  of  the 
District  in  consequence  were  not  used. 

Three  experienced  men  have  been  employed  to  carry  out  the 
work,  which  has  been  done  in  an  efficient  manner.

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During  the  year  91  visits  were  made  to  inspect  the  Cowsheds 
situate  in  the  District,  of  which  there  are  now  twenty-three. 

As  regards  construction  they  all  comply  with  the  regulations, 
with  the  exception  of  one,  in  this  case  it  was  necessary  to  call  upon 
the  occupier  to  provide  a suitable  building.

Milk  Supply. 


In  the  month  of  August  several  complaints  were  made  as  to  the 
dirty  condition  of  bottles  used  for  the  delivery  of  milk,  011  enquiry 
the  reason  given  was  the  difficulty  to  obtain  efficient  and  suitable 
assistance  to  carry  out  the  work. 

At  intervals,  chiefly  during  the  summer  months,  complaints 
were  made  to  the  Local  and  Food  Control  Authorities  that  new  milk 
when  boiled  became  thick  and  unfit  for  feeding  infants  and  young 
children,  in  consequence  of  which  six  samples  were  taken  with  a 
view  of  ascertaining  if  possible  the  cjuantity  of  milk  in  powder  form 
that  was  being  used  to  increase  the  amount  above  the  normal  supply 
required  on  account  of  the  large  number  pf  soldiers  and  visitors 
staying  in  the  Town. 

One  sample  was  found  deficient  in  fat,  and  in  consequence  of 

which  the  vendor  was  proceeded  against  and  fined

At  the  beginning  of  October  the  Cowsheds  were  visited  and  the 
number  of  cows  found  in  milk  were  406,  the  daily  quantity  of  milk 
produced  being  612  gallons,  in  addition  to  which  68  gallons  was 
retailed  by  Dairymen  residing  outside  the  Borough  boundaries.

Pigs,  Pigsties,  and  Pork. 


During  the  early  part  of  the  year  applications  were  received 
from  owners  or  occupiers  to  keep  pigs.  With  a view  to  encouraging 
pig  keeping,  and  thereby  increase  the  pork  supply  and  prevent  waste, 
permission  was  authorised  subject  to  the  conditions  being  wholesome, 
the  interests  of  the  Public  Health  being  regarded,  and  a suitable 
sty  erected. 

Pigsties  erected  : 16. 

In  several  cases  difficulties  as  to  the  removal  or  disposal  of  the 
manure  has  occurred,  also  complaints  have  been  made  as  to  the 
nuisance  from  rats. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  pig  keeping  was  commenced  on 
land  near  the  top  of  the  Down,  and  about  150  pigs  were  kept. 

Owing  to  the  site  not  being  suitable  and  from  the  want  of  proper 
buildings,  drainage,  etc.,  the  premises  became  a nuisance  to  the 
neighbourhood,  in  consequence  of  which  the  pigs  were  removed  to  a 
farm  situate  outside  the  district. 


Petroleum  Acts,  1871  & 1879. 

STORAGE  OF  PETROLEUM  SPIRIT. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  7 persons  licensed  to  store 
and  sell  Petroleum  Spirit. 

During  the  year  proceedings  were  taken  against  an  occupier  for 
keeping  more  than  fio  gallons  of  Petrol  on  his  premises,  in  a store 
which  did  not  comply  with  the  regulations  and  was  fined  ^,'5. 
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American  Gooseberry  Mildew  Order,  1912. 

Visits  weie  made  to  inspect  consignments  of  Gooseberries  sent 
into  the  Town,  in  certain  cases  berries  affected  slightly  with  the 
disease  were  found,  but  not  in  sufficient  quantity  or  condition  to 
condemn  the  fruit  as  unfit  for  sale. 

Wart  Disease  (Black  Scab)  of  Potatoes. 

Enquiries  and  inspections  were  made  during  the  time  Potatoes 
were  being  lifted  by  allotment  holders  to  ascertain  if  any  disease 
existed,  nothing  was  found  nor  any  report  received.

I present  herewith  Annual  Report  as  required  by  the  Board 
oi  Education. 


SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

There  arc  7 Schools,  including  12  departments. 

Accommodation  (at  end  of  1918),  2,127. 

Average  number  on  Registers,  1,563. 

Average  Attendance,  1,312, 

Percentage  of  Attendance,  84. 

The  Education  Rate  for  the  j’ear  ending  31st  March,  1918, 
was  slightly  under  1/2  in  the  £. 

In  consequence  of  the  W'ar  the  promised  improvements  to 
St.  Peter’s  Boys’  School  have  been  shelved.  The  provdsion  of  the 
necessary  increased  accommodation  is  engaging  the  attention  of  the 
School  Managers. 

For  the  same  reason  the  necessary  alterations  to  St.  INlark’s 
School,  which  caters  for  a growing  district,  have  been  delayed.  It 
is  to  l3e  hoped  that  this  work  may  be  started  at  an  early  date. 

EPIDEMICS. 

Sidley  Infant  School  was  closed  from  June  17111  to  July  8th, 
The  epidemic  did  not  spread  to  the  other  Schools  to  any  extent. 

Influenza  appeared  in  a wide-spread  and  virulent  form  in 
October,  and  most  of  the  Schools  were  closed,  not  so  much  with 
the  view  of  checking  the  epidemic,  as  from  hardly  any  of  the 
scholars  attending  being  in  a fit  state  to  receive  instruction.  A 
number  of  the  teachers  were  also  affected.  The  dangerous  character 
of  the  complications  attaching  to  this  epidemic  also  made  it  advis- 
able that  children  should  not  be  exposed  to  damp  and  cold  during 
the  initial  stage  of  an  attack. 

The  School  closure  was  as  follows  : 

St.  Mary  Magdalene’s  School,  from  July  loth  for  one  week. 

St.  Barnabas’  Infant  School,  from  October  25th  to  Nov.  iith. 

Down  Council  Infant  School,  from  October  25th  to 
November  i8th. 

St.  Barnabas’  Girls’  School,  from  October  25th  to  Nov.  iith. 

Down  Council  Mixed  School,  from  October  25th  to  Nov.  i8th. 

St.  Peter’s  Girls’  and  Infants’  Schools,  from  October  28th 
to  November  iSth. 

St.  Peter’s  Boys’  School,  from  October  30th  to  Nov.  i8th. 

St.  Barnabas’  Boys’ School,  from  October  28t]i  to  Nov.  nth. 

Sidley  Infant  School,  from  October  31st  to  November  i8th. 

St.  Mary  Magdalene’s  School,  from  Nov.  nth  to  Nov.  i8th, 

St.  Mark’s  School,  from  November  i8th  to  December  2nd. 

St.  James’  School,  The  Sluice,  from  December  i6th  for 
one  week. 
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A]s<p  for  Influenza  and  Mumps  combined  : 

Sidley  Infant  School,  from  December  loth  to  the  holidays, 
le  ^osiire  of  eleven  Sunday  Schools  was  also  advised  from 
October  25th  to  November  17th. 

For  Mumps  alone  : 

St.  Barnabas’  Infants’  School,  from  April  igth  for  3 weeks. 
Down  Council  Infant  School,  from  May  7th  for  4 weeks. 

BACKWARD  AND  MENTALLY  DEFICIENT  CHILDREN. 

The  need  for  a special  class  for  such  children  as  are  not  up  to 
the  normal  standard  has  been  evident.  It  is  proposed  to  set  aside 
for  temporary  use  a class  room  at  the  Down  Council  School.  At  a 
special  inspection  made  it  was  found  that  20  children  needed  such 
tuition.  The  class  room  proposed  will  take  up  to  40.  A specially 
trained  instructress  will  be  provided.  Later  a separate  buildin- 
should  be  provided.  ^ 

SPECIAL  BUILDINGS. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  buildings  to  accommodate  : 

I Backward  and  mentally  deficient  children. 

2.  Clinics,  Medical  and  Dental.  To  such  should  be  attached 

the  means  for  disinfection  and  bathing  verminous 
cases. 

3.  Cookery  Classes  for  Girls. 

4.  Handicraft  for  Bo3^s. 

This  scheme  is  a decided  step  forward.  I should  like  to  see  it 
supplemented  by  : 

Open  Air  Schools. 

The  provision  of  a few  beds  for  treatment  of  specially  delicate 
children. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Selecting  those  at  the  ages  of  five,  nine,  and  twelve  ; 

208  Boys, 

215  Girls,  were  inspected. 

In  addition  37  Boys, 

49  Girls,  were  in.spectcd  as  special  cases. 


Total  509 


As  the  Canadian  troops  still  remained  in  possession  of  the 
Down  Council  School,  the  Mixed  School  was  housed  at  Wh indown 
and  the  Infant  School  at  the  Malet  Memorial  Hall. 

The  Dental  Clinic  was  held  on  Saturday  mornings  at  St. 
Barnabas'  School.  I attended,  as  often  as  possible,  to  give  gas. 

1 hav'e  to  thank  the  Head  Teachers  for  putting  all  possible 
facilities  at  my  disposal,  and  clearing  a class  room  for  inspection, 
often  at  great  inconvenience. 

The  parents  have  been  present  in  273  cases,  and  have  shown 
an  increasing  amount  of  interest.

The  services  of  the  School  Nurse  liave  proved  of  great  value, 
both  at  the  inspections  and  in  tracing  contact  cases. 

1 have  to  acknowledge  the  kind  assistance  of  the  Care  Com- 
mittee and  their  Hon.  Secretary  and  Hon.  Treasurer  in  following  up 
and  securing  treatment  for  cases  brought  to  tlieir  notice. 

A branch  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  has  been  established  during 
the  year  in  North  Street,  Bexhill,  bj?  the  County  Council,  and  all  cases 
of  incipient,  or  threatening  Tuberculosis  have  been  instructed  to  report 
for  further  examination 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  records  of  Height  and  Weight  which 
are  compared  with  : 

A.  Those  issued  by  The  Anthropometrical  Committee  of  The 

British  Association. 

B.  It  will  be  seen  that  both  in  height  and  weight  the  Boys 

have  lost  considerably,  and  the  Girls  to  a lesser  extent. 

Taken  as  evidence  of  nutrition,  such  loss  would  indicate 
diminution  of  mental  and  physical  powers,  and  in  the  latest  edition 
of  Hygiene  and  Public  Health,  Parks  & Kenwood,  p.  322,  is  stated, 

“ The  absence  of  fat  in  a diet  leads  to  a state  of  malnutrition,  possibly 
predisposing  to  such  diseases  as  tubercle,  especially  in  children  and 
young  persons.  ” The  War  diet,  rationing  of  fats,  and  difficulty  at 
times  of  obtaining  fresh  milk  have  probabl^^  been  the  main  causes, 
and  the  mental  strain  of  children  whose  fathers  have  been  serving  has 
possibly  also  contributed. 

Certificates  for  obtaining  of  extra  fats  were  given  in  33  cases, 
but  do  not  appear  to  have  been  properly  followed  up. 

The  food  value  of  oatmeal,  which  is  relatively  rich  in  fats,  and 
contains  vitamines  in  the  outer  coat,  has  not  been  sufficiently 
appreciated . 

The  problem  has  induced  me  to  place  before  the  Bexhill 
Authority  the  advisalMlity  of  taking  the  whole  care  for  child  welfare 
fi'om  birth  into  their  hands.  Satisfactory  results  are  promised.  The 
first  objective  should  be  the  education  of  Mothers,  and  it  is  not 
possible  to  dissociate  the  pre-school  and  school  ages.

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Cleanliness  of  (1)  Head  and  (2)  Body. — i.  97  per  cent,  of  the 
Boys  were  found  clean  ; i.l  percent,  somewhat  dirty,  and  i.V  percent, 
dirty.  99.I  per  cent,  of  the  Girls  were  found  clean,  and  .1  per  cent, 
somewhat  dirty.

Teeth. — The  good  effects  of  the  Dental  Clinic  are  showing' 
progressive  improvement,  88  per  cent,  being  found  good,  8 per  cent, 
fairlj’  good,  and  4 per  cent.  bad. 

Tonsils. — 18  per  cent,  were  found  slightly  enlarged,  and  5 per 
cent,  enlarged  and  requiring  treatment.  Special  Inspections,  17  per 
cent,  and  7 per  cent. 

Adenoids. — 10  per  cent,  were  found  enlarged  and  requiring 
treatment.  Special  inspections  16  per  cent. 

Submaxillary  and  Cervical  Glands. — 16  per  cent,  were  found 
slightly  enlarged,  and  2^  per  cent,  enlarged.  In  the  Special  Inspections 
made  21  per  cent,  and  ij  percent. 

External  Eye  Disease. — Strabismus  was  found  in  ii  cases, 
catarrh  r,  conjunctivitis  4,  granular  lids  i. 

Vision. — Myopia,  requiring  glasses,  was  found  in  2 cases. 

Hearing. — 7 cases  were  found  to  be  below  normal,  9 cases  of 
otorrhoca,  3 accumulations  of  wax. 

Speech. — 98^  percent,  were  found  good.  per  cent,  stammered, 
I per  cent,  lisped. 

Mental  Condition. — 96^  percent,  were  found  bright,  J per  cent, 
were  found  fair,  i per  cent,  were  found  dull,  2}  per  cent,  backward. 

Heart  and  Circulation. — Some  disturbance  of  circulation  was 
found  in  15  cases  (3J  per  cent.).  Mitral  bruit  8,  dilitation  r,  tachy 
cardia  2,  weak  action  3. 

Lungs. — Some  departure  from  normal  was  found  in  27  cases, 
mostly  of  a catarrhal  character.  2 cases  of  croup,  3 of  asthma,  i of 
pleuritic  thickening,  2 flat  chest  were  noted. 

Nervous. — 25  cases  were  noted,  mainly  nervous  headaches  and 
excitability. 

Tuberculosis. — A tendency  was  noted  in  17  cases,  generally 
shown  by  apical  catarrh  or  marked  tubercular  glands.  .'\11  ca.ses  where 
it  a])peared  advisable  were  referred  to  Tuberculosis  Dispcnsar3\ 

Deformities  were  noted  in  8 cases.  Talipes  3.  Effects  of 
infantile  paralj'sis  2.  Spinal  disease  2.  Hip  i. 

Other  Diseases  and  Defects  were  noted  in  36  cases,  of  which 
hernia  3,  stomatitis  1,  ulcers  i,  migraine  2,  displaced  cartilage  of 
knee  i,  lateral  curvature  of  spine  2,  kidney  trouble  i,  dermatitis  2, 
goitre  3,

Again  Miss  Spearman,  with  her  work  in  the  waiting  room, 
rendered  invaluable  help. 

Lastly,  and  not  least,  Nurse  Dudley  helped  to  such  an  extent, 
that,  hampered  as  I was  with  bad  health,  I could  not  have  carried  on 
work  as  I did  without  her. 

For  many  reasons  I regret  having  had  to  sever  my  connections 
with  the  Bexhill  Clinic,  as  I invariably  found  great  helj-)  and  sympathy 
in  what  is  difficult  work,  from  the  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  Weston), 
Mr.  Lawson,  the  Secretary,  and  Mrs.  Meads. 

I trust  now  war  is  over  that  work  will  be  carried  on  more 
efficiently  than  I was  able  to  do,  and  extended  as  its  work  is  more 
understood  and  appreciated.

The  Clinic  was  re-opened  on  September  14th  after  the  summer 
holidays.
